Best Pal Runs Smart Race Under 
130 Pounds — Tippity Witchet 
Rewards His Friends. 



NEW ORLEANS. La.. February 17 — .S. N. 
Holman’s good handicap horse Best Pal 
added to his laurels this afternoon by carry- 
ing 130 pounds to victory in the mile and 
a sixteenth handicap, which featured today’-s 
Jefferson Park card. Following him closely 
and putting up a spirited contest came Crack 
o’ Dawn, with Fantoche heading Blarney 
Stone in third place. Only four started in the 
race and Best I’al ruled an odds-on favorite. 
He raced in close pursuit of Crack o’ I>awn 
from the start and ranged alongside of him 
in the last eighth. He seemed about to 
tire under liis steadying weight, but roused 
up when struck with the whip and wore 
Crack o’ Dawn down in the last few strides 
to win by a neck. Crack o’ Dawn was six 
lengtlis before Fantoclie. Best Pal covered 
the mile and a sixteenth in 1 ;46%, which is 
only three-Pifths of a second from the trai^k 
record, made by Sun God carrying 110 
pounds. 

An immense attendance was present at the 
track this afternoon, even though the cold 
weather continued. It moderated consider- 
a'Dly as the afternoon progressed. There was 
considerable activity in the ring this after- 
noon and the thirty-nine layers were inade- 
quate to handle the business with dispatch. 

CLOSE IIMSIIES THE RULE. 

Close finishes developed with all the dashes 
and fui'iii.shcd interesting racing. 

Tlie thrce-<[uarters handicap, in which 
seme of the best liere met. was particularly 
close and had the big throng cheering lus- 
til.v. Tipiiity AVitchet and Centimeter were 
joint favorites liere. hut Barnes. a.stride Cen- 
timeter. got Unit liorse virtually left at the 
[lost, causing his elimination. Tippity AVit- 
chet won. but only after he had put up one 
of the best performanees of hi.s honoralile 
career. He just did outstay Barracuda, with 
the suddenly improved Auntie May landing 
in third [dace. On the stretch turn it ap- 
[x ared as if Auntie May would be the winner, 
hut she shortened her stride in the last 
seventy yards. Tippity Witchet carried 122 
pound.s and his iierformance was lustily 
applauded. 

Favorite hackers got away in their stride 
in the opening dash wlien they centered on 
Whalebone as Uie likel.v one to land the 
[lur.se. He <lid after leading for the entire 
race. Ogarite linislied second and Guvnor 
tliird. 

AVEAK RIDE HEATS CHIVA. 

Chiva wa-s at odds-on in the second race, 
but Smallwood, by his weak ride, contributed 
to bis defeat, Bessie Leighton getting up in 
ttie last stride to win by a nose. Tender 
Seth finished third. Some excitement wa.a 
created at the start of the fiftli race wlien 
Sn|)erbnrn tossed Chalmers over her head 
in a false breakaway and jiroceeded to canter 
away a quarter before again being caught. 
Kew[iirt O'Neil was a receding favorite in 
the race and. after making tlie pace to tile 
stretch, quit badly in tlie last eighth. Then 
Sam Frank won out l)y a scant length from 
Sujierburn. 'I'he latter at one time wa.s 
almost a sixte-mth bac-k of the leaders and 
closed an immen.se gap. Double Cross fin- 
i.slied ill third place. 

Buxom finally siiciieeded in landing ,a purse 
for W. H. Fizer. She beat an ordinary band 
which started in the closing race. Pastoral, 
whicli had lieeri tlie leader from tlie start, 
held on lo second place, with Pirate Metjea 
tliird. Tom Ca.ssidy was installed the favor- 
ite licre and had a good chance to win 
wluoi lie suddenly began swerving out. His 
rider, Abel, wa.s suspended for tliree days 
by the starter for disob*-dienee at the jiost,

New Fame of Lord Carnar- 
von. 

Faster Going at Tijuana. 

That Local Turf Banquet. 

Many turfmen are many-sided men of diverse 
leanings and versatile in enterprises and at- 
tainments. Loving their horses and exulting 
ing their triumphs, they yet embark in pur- 
suits and adventures having no relation to the 
glories and reverses of the turf. 

Recently there has been discovered and 
opened a tomb in Egypt near what was the 
imperial city of Thebes. In that tomb, about 
thirty-three hundred years ago, was sealed 
the remains of one of those mighty monarchs 
who, before authentic history began, held ab- 
solute disposal of life or death for the teem- 
ing millions of old Egjrpt. This was Tut- 
Ankh-Amen, possibly the last Pharaoh of the 
eighteenth dynasty. He was the son-in-law 
and successor of that great king and warrior 
Amenhotep IV., who was the son of the lovely 
Queen Tii, who, possibly, was of Jewish blood. 
Amenhotep IV., otherwise variously named by 
differing Egyptologists, was a man of high in- 
tellect who sought to substitute the worship 
of one deity for the multiplicity of gods revered 
by his subjects. The priests and people re- 
sisted fanatically and his last years were spent 
in internal warfare and bitter trouble. His 
successor, Tut -Ankh- Amen, is also credited 
with having been an able monarch, but his 
reign only lasted eight years. Then he was 
laid away to be brought to light again by 
people of races undreamed of in his day. 

Other royal tombs in Egypt have been 
ojiened before, but, as a rule, they had been 
rifled ages before. But this latest discovery 
is of a tomb so filled to repletion with the 
treasures laid away with his mummiffed body 
as to fill the world with especial wonder. The 
kingly splendor of his living days is revealed 
in a vast number of golden and gold-covered 
articles ranging from perfectly preserved chari- 
ots to ornaments for the person, the value of 
the whole probably running into millions. 

.\t the first glance it might seem that such 
an occurrence, interesting as it may be, does 
not rightfully find its place of narrative in a 
turf newspaper. But it does, because this 
astounding discovery was made by the emi- 
nent English turfman Lord Carnarvon. Any- 
thing differing more widely than trj’ing to win 
the Epsom Derby and exhuming the mummy 
of a man who died before Rome was a name 
and when Greece was yet to become a home 
of civilization, can hardly be imagined. Yet 
that Ls now the fame of Ixird Carnarvon. 
Turfmen the world over can afford to rejoice 
with him in the .singular good fortune that 
has attended his adventures in the dim ways 
of the hoar}’ past. 

After a long siege of rain and mud at Tijuana 
there is a cheerful prospect of better things. 
There a fast track is promised for today and 
this condition may last for some time, although 
there is no certainty about it. There they 
have but two scason.s--the wet and the dry. 
It is now the wet season and rain is liable to 



j descend at any time up to next May. The 
best horses now in racing are gathered at 
I Tijuana and there is quite a band there of good 
^ class. The time for decision of a number of 
: valuable stake races is approaching and quite 
appropriately owners of the horses engaged are 
hoping for a fast track, especially when Coff- 
roth Handicap Day shall arrive. This is now 
by far the most valuable handicap of North 
American racing, its $30,000 added putting it 
I far in advance of all other races of that kind. 
If it is continued on its present elevated basis, 
it may become the fashion to send our best 
handicap racers to Tijuana to strive for its 
money and honors. Thirty thousand dollar 
races for four-year-olds and over are scarce 
and well worth tr}’ing for. 

Decided interest attaches to the proceedings 
and possibb outcome attending the banquet 
tendered by the New Washington Park Breed- 
ers’ Association at the Hotel LaSalle to- 
morrow evening. Just what practical thing 
for the restoration of high-class racing in Chi- j 
cago is to be done or proposed is a matter of i 
conjecture. It appeals to reason that some j 
of the gentlemen promoting the banquet must | 
have a definite plan of operation to lay before i 
their guests. If that is true the banquet will ! 
be voted a good thing by the friends of rac- 
ing. The only plan of pith is one that pro- 
poses to put up the money to construct and I 
equip a modern race track fully up to the' 
I standard of the requirements of such a great | 
' city. Anything less would be futility and a j 
! waste of time.

SELLING UNSOUND HORSES: 

^ 

Old English Case in Which Buyer 
Recovered Damages for Defect. 



Court Derides That Failure to Tell Purehaser 
of Horse’s I'nsoundness Constitutes a 
Fraud and Plaintiff Wins. 



When the recent suit of Harry F. Sinclair, 
owner of the Rancocas Stable, against .James 
F. Johnson, owner of the Quincy Stable, for 
recovery of the $100,000 purchase price paid 
for IMayfellow came to trial it was looked 
upon gencr.'illy in turf circles as something 
uniaiie in the annals of racing. This, coup- 
led with the prominence of the parlies in- 
volved. made the case one of the outstand- 
ing features, of the off season last winter. 

But the Playfellow suit was not "some- 
thing new under the sun" after all. Turn- 
ing to the American Turf Register for Octo- 
bi-r, 1S30, the turf student finds an account 
< f a suit decided in the English courts of 
that time which so closely parallels the 
Playfellow’ case, both in general jKiinis at 
issue and in the decision rendered, as to be 
rather amazing to those familiar with the 
modern lawsuit. Tliis discussion Is repro- 
duced below ; 

KTHH S OF IIOUSK T R.\ D1 Xfl. 

It imports every one to know the law 
in regard to the sale of unsound horses. 

It has been often remarked that here is 
is a particular and very latitudinarian 
co<lc of inoral.s for dealers in horses; and 
some gentlemen of the strictest integrity 
in all tilings els.-, who would shudder or 
start at the imi>ulalion of falsehootl, in 
any cth.-r case, tliiiik that in the ex- 
change or sale of horses, suppressio veri 
is not finite tantamount to telling a 
fal.Hf-hood We apprdiend. however., that 
if A sell a horse to B with the knowl- 
edge tliat he has a capital defect which 
materially impairs his value and use- 
fulness. even though he do not warrant 
liim .sound, yet for not flisclosing the 
existence of said flefect B would be en- 
titled to recover the flifTerencc between 
the iirice jiaid for the horse anfl ills real 
reasfjnable value, to he decided by a jury, 
wiili a knowledge of his defects; ;uid 
sucli seems to have been the decision in 
the following case: 

A MOm-lBX DEf'ISIO.V IN' THE 
f'Ol’BT OF Kl.NOS BENCH.

M.3(i. G.3, Ixird Granlley vs. General 
Ainslie. 

This action was brought to r(?cover of 
the defendant twenty pounds, as the 
price of a gelding. The counsel owned 
the defendant was a gentleman of the 
Btrictest honor. Tlie plaintiff, l..urd 
Grantley. had a hunter that was un- 
sound and, therefore, he wished to sell 



him. For this purpose his lordship sent 
him to Tattersall's. He was at first 
entered, by mistake, as a sound horse ; 
but the moment this mistake was per- 
ceived it was correcte-d ; therefore wlien 
General Ainslie purchased him he to-ak 
him at risk, as the warrant was then 
expunged from the book. The Rev. Mr. 
Fielding fully confirmed these observa- 
tions by his evidence. 

KXE4V DEFECT OF HORSE. 

He also said that his lordship knew 
that the horse's eyes were weak ; that ne 
was worth twenty-five or thirty pounds, 
and that, if lie had been .sound, he would 
have been worth fifty pounds ; that L.ord 
Grantley did not warrant the horse 
sound ; that his lordship said he never 
would. 

Another witness said that Lord Grant- 
ley himself was at the stable the day the 
horse was intended to be taken away. 
General Ainslie was then present, speak- 
ing to two gentlemen, and must have 
heard Ixirtl Grantley say that he would 
never warrant this horse sound. Jfe 
miglit he worth fifty pounds or he might 
not be worth five pounds. When his 
lordship was coming away, he told them 
they might take twenty pound.s for him. 

l.ord Kenyon observed that this was a 
eause between persons of considerable 
distinction, but that it must be deter- 
mined without any regard to personal 
considerations. Tliat there was no war- 
ranty in this case was sufficiently 
proved. If the i>er.son selling goods 
knows of no intirmity in what he exposes 
to sale he is not bound to disclo.se that 
which lie did not know, and lie may, 
therefore, retain the price. 

.V MIDDLE CASE. 

But there was a middle case between 
these two extremes, and tlie jury would 
consider whether this was not tliat mid- 
dle ca.se. If a pers.on knows there is 
•some imperfeition in a horse and sells 
him for sound. I think, said his lordsliip, 
that person sins both against the law of 
morality and against tlie law of the 
land ; he ought to have disclosed every 
infirmity which he knew. 

Tliat Lord Grantley knew Ids horse's 
eyes were weak was evident from the 
testimony of Mr. Fielding. There was 
another ciueation in the case highly im- 
portant and iliai was whether upon evi 
dence it appeared that tlie price tills 
horse was sold for was adequate. If it 
was he would not say that .any fraud 
liad l»een practiced. His lordship stated 
the evidence on both sides that related to 
this point. 

He said the case was reduced to this; 
M’liether tlie price at which tlie horse 
was sold was adequate to the situation 
in wliich I.ord Grantley knew the liorse 
was. The whole was bottomed upon 

this : Tliat no man in possession of a 
secret fault of his property ought to 
take tltat property to market and take 
a sound price for it when tlie purclia.ser 
would not liave given so liigli a price liad 
tills defect been dise-losed to idni by the 
seller. Verdict for the plaintiff twenty 
pounds.

A bill for an act to establish a state racing 
commission with authority to license incor- 
porated associations to hold race meetings 
and to make rules and regulations govern- 
ing same, and repealing any and all acts 
or parts thereof contrary to any and all 
parts of this acL 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the people of 
the State of Illinois, represented in the gen- 
eral assembly : There is hereby created in 

the department of agriculture a state raic- 
ing commission consisting of three members. 
The governor shall appoint as commissioners 
one of the presidents of the racing associa- 
tions licensed under this act and one of the 
presidents of the incorporated fairs of this 
state and one of the presidents of the Thor- 
oughbred Horse Breeders’ Association of this 
state. The governor shall appoint one mem- 
ber to hold office for three years ; one for 
two years, and one for one year ; and there- 
after the term of each commissioner shall 
be three years, and until their successors are 
appointed and qualify. This act shall be 
administered by the State Racing Commis- 
sion created by this act and in its name 
without any direction, supervision or con- 
trol by the director of agriculture. A ma- 
jority of the commission shall constitute a 
quorum. Xo commissioner shall receive for 
his services any remuneration whatsoever. 

POWKU OF rO-M.MISSIOX. 

Section 2. The said commission shall ap- 
point as secretary a person of good repute, 
with business ability. Sai<l secretary shall 
perform any and all duties the said commis- 
sion shall assign him. The said commission 
shall have power to appoint and remove, in- 
cluding the secretary, all necessary employes 
in the office of the State Racing Commission 
and fix their salaries and expenses for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
this act. The said commission shall provide 
headquarters and all necessary books and 
keep a true and correct record of the pro- 
ceeding, and a complete annual report shall 
be made to the governor and the general 
assembly. The commissioners shall have 
ix)wer to make all additional rules and regu- 
lations not provided for in this act for the 
proper and successful conducting of every 
racing meeting auOiorized by this act, and 
may investigate any and all acts of any li- 
censed a.«sociation authorized by this act, 
and the conduct of persons or publications, 
and shall have the right and authority to 
enter orders, rules or penalties after such 
liearing or investigation. Any associatioti, 
person or publication may appeal from all 
decisions to the Circuit Court in the district 
in which the appellant may reside. 

Section .2. It shall be the duty of the 
commissioners to issue a license to any cor- 
poration incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Illinois for the purpose of conduct- 
ing running horse racing meetings in the 
order of their incorporation, dating* on or 
after October 15th, 1922. Such license and 
corporation shall be subject to all provisions 
of this act and any and all rules and regula- 
tions matle or passed by said commission. 
It shall bo unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to conduct or hold any running 
horse rai-ing meeting of any kind anywhere 
in this state until first duly incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Illinois and 
receive a license from the State Racing 
Commission. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to conduct any 
horse racing meeting on the seventh (7th) day 
of the week (commonly called Sunday), after 
dark, or between the first day of October 
ami the first day of May succeeding. It 
shall be lawful for said commission to issue 
a license to one corporation to conduct a 
running horse racing meeting in this state for 
each two million persons after all provisions 
of this act have been complied with, and 
an additional license shall be issued to one 
corporation for each additional 500,000 popu- 
lation. Said commi.ssion shall apixtrtion 
«-qualIy the legal days of racing permitted 
under litis act between all duly licensed rac- 
ing association.s without discrimination, but 
no corporation shall be allowed more than 
thirty racing days in each year. 

TAX FOR (iOOD ROADS. 

Section 4. Kvery a.ssociation licensed un- 
Oer this act shall charge each and every 
person a mimimum admittance fee to tlu' 
race track of one dollar ($1.00). (A .smaller 
fee to be fixed by .said commission may be 
permitted for harne.ss horse race meetings 
or fairs). Said association shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the State of Illinois thirty days 
after oaeh raee meeting ten per cent (10) of 
each and every dollar so collected and a

Section 5. When a racing association has 
received a license to conduct a racing meetin.; 
it shall be permitted to install automatic 
registering machines in the care of the 
nei’essary competent attendants, who shall 
act as temporary custodians of money de- 
posited by persons, and all moneys so de- 
posited shall be subjected to reasonable rules 
and regulations made and passeil by said 
racing commission. Xo other method shall 
be permitted. Kach association shall never 
retain more than three per cent (3) from 
such sums deposited. 

Section G. The provisions of this act shall 
not apply to fair associations or harness 
horse a.ssociations unless any incon>orated 
fair or harness horse racing a.ssociation in 
the State of Illinois make application to said 
•State Racing Commission to accept all the 
provisions of . this act ; and said fair o'- 
harness horse racing association shall state 
in writing that they desire to accept the pro- 
visions of this act: and said State Racing 
Commission, after an investigation of said 
written application, shall issue a license to 
.said fair or harness horse racing association 
and by such at^.-eptance they shall be sub- 
ject to all the rules and regulations of such 
Racing Commission and all provisions and 
penalties for failure of said association to 
faithfully comply with any and all parts or 
provisions of this act as accepted. 

BETTING RESTRICTIONS. 

Section 7. It .shall be unlawful for any 
person to solicit, ask, make, induce or at- 
tempt to induce any other person or persons 
to wager money, security or anything of 
value on a horse or horse race anywhere 
inside or upon any part of the property or 
grounds of any licen.sed racing a.ssociation. 
It shall be unlawful for any person to act 
as a commissioner for the puri>ose of solicit- 
ing money, security or thing of value from 
persons anywhere on the premi.ses or 
grounds of said association. Kach and every 
person violating any part of Section 7 shall 
be expelled from the inclosure or grounds 
and be subject to arrest, and each offense 
shall be a misdeameanor, but no jirovision 
of this act or any act now or hereafter 
in force or effect shall be so construed as 
tt' prohibit friendly wagers between indi- 
viduals. Said commission shall have tlie 
authority to exclude any and all undesirable 
persons from entering the ground of any 
racing associations licen.sed under this act. 
-Any act or part of an act now in force or 
effect contrary to any part of this act is 
hereby repealed. 

LOCAL OPTION PROVISIONS. 

Section 5 of this act shall be without force 
of effect in any county in this state unless 
the following provisions have been observed : 
First : AVhenever one-half per cent of one 
per cent of the legal voters residing within 
the county desiring to adopt Section 5 of 
this act shall petition the county clerk to 
submit the proposition whether or not Sec- 
I tion 5 of this act shall be in force or effect 
in the county in which the petitioners re- 
I side, it shall be the duty of the county clerk 
I to submit such proposition at the next 
country-wide election: I’rovided, that such 

' petition shall be presented to said county 
slerk not less than fifteen days before such 
county-wide election ; Provided, however, 
this propostil sliall not be submitted to the 
voters more often than once in any calen- 
dar year in the .same county.

Spendthrift, foaled in 1878, was by Aus- 
I tralian. from Aerolite. He had as good 
I blooil as any, even tlie most famous Amer- 
ican thoroughbred could boast. Australian, 
son of West .Australian and Kmilia, and 
-Aerolite, daughter of I-exington and Morine, 
by Glencoe and Melody, gave him crosses 
of the greatest American and English pedi- 
grees. 

He traced to Matchem in the paternal line 
and had the flood of Herod and Kclips(i, as 
well as that of later ancestry of the fore- 
most rank. It has been sard of him that he 
“was one of the best horses ever strippeil 
on this continent and one of the finest speci- 
mens of thoroughbred horses ever foaled.” 

-As a two-year-old he won every race in 
which he wa.s started. In his three-year-old 
form he won the Belmont and the I.orillard 
! Stakes and the Champion Stakes at Mon- 
I mouth Park. His victory for the I.orillard 
j Stakes was one of the finest ever seen for 
I tltat race. In the field of eleven which lie 
I defeated on that occasion were Harold, 

I Monitor, Magnetism and othen-s. In the 

Travers ami Kenner Stakes he was beaten 
by Fal.setto. 

He was purrha.sed by James R. Keene and 
.sent to Kngland. but was not successful 
there, although he was startoil for the 
Cambridgeshirt'. Being returned to this 
country he wa.s sent to the stud after he 
had run several races. He attained greater 
j fame through his progeny than by his own 
I iH'rformances on the turf. The most cele- 
I brated of his produce have been Kingston, 

I r.amplighter, Piekpoi'ket, Speedwell. Riz- 
; zarone. Defaulter. Prodigal, (Jolden Reel, 

I Speculation. Bankrupt and Stockton. 

In 189.3 sixty-two of his sons and daugh- 
ters started in 1,055 races, being first in 
113, and in the following year fifty of his 
produce started in 652 races, of which they 
won 83.
